partment reported today, and U. S. 
war planes have sunk two Japan- 
ese lighters in operations for de- 
fense of the Dutch East Indies. 


It was the first time the war de- 
partment had officially confirmed 
that American air power has joined 
the Dutch in combined efforts to 
beat off the Japanese offensive 
against the oil and rubber rich In- 
dies.

munique said three participated in 
the operation—attacked Japanese 
landing forces at Tarakan, the rich 
oil island adjacent to the northeast 
Borneo coast, and sank two lighters 


which were putting Japanese troops 


ashore on the island. 

On Luzon, where MacArthur is 
fighting to turn his Bataan-Correg- 
idor positions into an American 
“Tobruk”, the Japanese launched 
two more heavy assaults against 
his Bataan lines. 

Both these attacks were beaten 
off. The Americans were said to have 
inflicted “heavy losses‘ on the Jap- 
anese forces which attempted to as- 
sault the U. S. lines despite the 
failure of them artillery prepara- 
tions of the day previous. 

The war department character- 
ized the Japanese operations in Ba- 
taan as “reconnaissances in force’’ 
indicating the Japanese pressed for- 
ward in an attempt to find weak 
spots in the U.S. lines against which 
the main assault could be delivered.

Japs Beaten In 
Two Attacks 


(Continued from Page One) 


a major stand on the borders of 
Johore province, about 90 miles 
from Singapore. The British were 
fighting considerably north of that 
line for the time being, however. 

The net effect of these allied op- 
erations is not a counter-offensive 
but an action to slow up the enemy 
in the Pacific and stop him wher- 
ever possible until full allied 
Strength can be mustered for large- 
scale attacks. 

The Japanese were making slow 
progress in Malaya, although they 
continued to bomb British positions 
and the Singapore area until torren- 
tial rains gave the allied forces op- 
portunity to improve their defensé 
positions. 

Australian forces and increased 
numbers of gllied airplanes were 
improving the Military situation in 
Malaya but it was pointed out in 
London that large numbers of Jap- 
anese mechanized troops, infantry 
and airplanes still held the initia- 
tive and that no sudden or complete 
reversal should be expected. 

The Japanese broadcasts again re- 
ported that the United States air- 
plane carrier Lexington had been 
sunk by a Japanese submarine on 
January 12, but the report was not 
otherwise confirmed. 

In Burma there still were indica- 
tions that both sides were preparing 
for possible land offensives. 

Northward in China, there were 
reports from Chungking of severe 
fighting in the Canton area where 
the Chinese had struck at that im- 
portant Japanese-held base in 
southern China. 

A Soviet spokesman said, things 
were now “going Stalin’s way” in- 
stead of Hitler’s way. He reported 
that in 40 days of counter-attacks 
the Russians had reconquered 32,- 
800 square miles of terirtory from, 
the Germans, killed 200,000 enemy | 
soldiers, destroyed or captured 2,-) 
900 tanks and 1,136 airplanes.

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WHAT 


I. KEEP COOL 


Above all, keep cool. Don’t lose your head. 


Do not crowd the streets, avoid chaos, prevent disorder and 
havoc. 


You can fool the enemy. It is easy. If planes come over, 
stay where you are. Don’t phone unnecessarily. The chance 
you will be hit is small. It is part of the risk we must take to 
win this war. 
Until an alarm, go about your usual business and recreation in 
the ordinary way. 


Think twice before you do anything. Don’t believe rumors— 
spreading false rumors is part of the enemy’s technique. Don’t 
let him take you in. 

Know your air-raid warning. In general, it is short blasts or 
rising and falling pitch, on whistles or horns. The ‘“‘all clear’’ is 


asteady tone for 2minutes. Watch this paper for description 
of the local signal. (This is subject to change.) 


Await official information before taking any action. When 
the Air Raid Warden comes to your home, do what he tells you. 
He is for your protection. He is your friend. 

He will help you do your part to whip the enemy. 

We can do it. We will do it, if we stay calm and cool and 
strong and alert. 
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4. LIE DOW 


If bombs start to fall near you, lie down. You will feel the 
blast least that way, escape fragments or splinters. 

Thi est place is under a good stout table—the stronger the 
legs the er. ; ; 

A mattress under a table combines comfort with safety. 
The enemy may use explosive bombs or incendiary bombs, or 
both. If incendiaries are used, it’s more important to deal with 
them than to be safe from blast. So defeat the incendiary with a 
@pray (never a splash or stream) of water, then go back to safety 
‘under a table in a refuge room. 

Most raids will likely be over in your immediate neigh- 
thood in a short time. However, stay under cover till the 
clear” is sounded. 

pw your raid alarms. Know the “all clear”. Official news 
will come to you from your Air Raid Warden. Don’t 
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The safest place in an air raid is at home. 


If you are away from home, get under cover in the nearest’ 


si iter. Avoid crowded places. Stay off the streets. 

‘The enemy wants you to run out into the streets, create a 
m »b, start a panic. Don’t doit! 

If incendiary bombs fall, play a spray from a garden hose 
(never a splash or stream) of water on the bomb. Switch to a 
§ ream to put out any fire started by the bomb. Switch back to 
a spray for the bomb. The bomb will burn for about 15 min- 
utes if left alone, only about 2 minutes undera fine water 
s tay. A jet splash, stream or bucket of water will make 
zi explode. 

Under raid conditions, keep a bathtub and buckets full of 
w ‘er for the use of the fire department in case water mains 
a. - broken. 

If you have a soda-and-acid extinguisher (the kind you turn 
u- ide down), use it with your finger over the nozzle to make a 
s ay. Don’t use the chemical kind (small cylinders of liquid) 
o.. bombs. It is all right for ordinary fires. 

But above all, keep cool, stay home. 

Choose one member of the family to be the home air-raid 
vw -rden—who will remember all the rules and what to do. 
Mother makes the best.

5. STAY AWAY FROM 
WINDOWS 


Glass shatters easily, so stay away from windows. . 

Don’t go to windows and look out, in an air raid. It is a 
dangerous thing, and helps the enemy. The Air Raid Warden 
is out there watching for you. Again we say, get off the streets 
if planes come over. 
At night, there is danger of being caught in blast from explo- 
sives. ; 

Antiaircraft fire means falling shrapnel. You are safe from 
it indoors, away from windows. It’s more important to shell a 


_ plane than it is to see it from a window. 


Stay in your refuge room, away from windows. That is the 
safest place. Go there at the first alarm; stay there until the 


“all clear”. 


Above all, keep calm. Stay home. Put out lights. Lie 
down. Stay away from windows. Do not say we are re- 
peating; we would rather repeat until we bore you than have 
you forget. : 

‘You can do all those things without any special equipment 
other than what you have now in your home. : 

ee eee your bare hands, if you will

Be & good fellow end follow instructions and keep well Do 
not be a wise guy and get hurt. . 
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Whether or not black-out is ordered, don’t show more light 
than is necessary. If planes come over, put out or cover all 
lights at once—don’t wait for the black-out order. The light 
that can’t be seen will never guide a Jap. Remember a candle 
light may be seen for miles from the air, 

If you have portieres, overdrapes, or curtains, arrange a 
double thickness over your windows. Blankets willdo. Ifyou 
have heavy black paper, paste it on your windows. Don’t 
crowd or stampede stores to get it, however. You probably 
have everything you need at home. Be ingenious—improvise. 

Should you get an air-raid warning, remember to shut off 
gas stoves, gas furnaces, and gas pilot lights on both. Bomb 
explosions may blow them out from blast effect. Gas that 
collects may be explosive later. 

Prepare one room, the one with the least window glass, in the 
strongest part of your house, for a refuge room. Put food and 
drinking water in it. Put a sturdy table in it. Put mattresses 


and chairs in it. Take a magazine or two and a deck of cards — 


into it. Take things like eyeglasses and dentures with you 
when you go into it. Take toilet facilities, paper, a screen. 
If you have a portable radio, take that too. Above all, keep 
calm. Stay at home. Put out lights. 


G. YOU CAN HELP 


Strong, capable, calm people are needed to man the volunteer 
s. -ices. If you want to help, there are lots of opportunities. 

if you know first aid, and have a certificate, there is an imme- 
diate job for you. If you are a veteran, or a former volunteer 
or regular fireman, or policeman there is work for you. If you 
have no special skills but are str ug and husky, there is a job for 
fou in rescue squads, road-repair units, or demolition and 
‘clearance squads. If you have and can drive a car, you may be 
‘reeded for drivers’ corps. Older Boy and Girl Scouts over 15 
can help as messengers. Both men and women are needed. 

Here’s how to get started: 

If there’s a Civilian Defense Volunteer Office in your com- 
r-inity, call there and ask where to report. If not, call your 
local Defense Council or Committee, or the Chamber of Com- 
'rnerce. Phone and ask where to report, rather than going in 
‘person.
